Response to Women's Studies 
Controversy 

I wish to correct a contradiction attributed to me in your past two issues (January 
13/94, January 20/94) reporting on matters surrounding WOMN 1005EC. 

Your firstarticIe"MaleStudent Offered Option of Drqjping Out" correctly that 
Mr. Beauchamp had been encouraged either to choose another section of the course, 
or to take the correspondence version of the course. This option had come as a result 
of several meetings in December with myself, the Dean of Humanities, and the 
Coordinator of Women's Studies. 

Mr. Beauchamp had indicated that he likely would agree to the change, and 
awaited clarification if his first term results so that the transfer could be made without 
academic penalty. 

When Mr. Beauchamp speared in January at the class once more, and with no 
intention to exercise the options presented to him in December, it became apparent that 
another solution had to be found. 

In consultation with the Dean of Humanities, I requested that Mr. Beauchamp 
be withdrawn from the course, but I retained the one option that he could transfer to 
the correspondence version without penalty. Mr. Beauchamp has now made the 
transfer. This matter was reported in your second article "Beauchamp Officially Asked 
to Leave", but without awareness of the fact that a new action had in fact taken place. 

The issue here is not academic freedom and the right to evaluate critically all 
facts/propositions, but rather the right of students and professors to go about their tasks 
in a unhindered learning environment 

Mr. Beauchamp may question fcr himself whether Women's Studies is a 
legitimate field of enquiry, but once he chooses to take a course in the field he must 
respect the course, the professor, and the other students who have also chosen to 
undertake this study. Hopefully the smdents of WOMN 1005 EC and their professor 
Dr. Rucki, can now go ahead with their learning, as can Mr. Beauchamp with the 
correspondence version of this course. If Mr. Beauchamp feels he has been wronged 
in this matter, he knows that there is an appeal procedure which he can initiate within 
the university. 

I hope all parties in this matter can now return to the proper activities of a 
university, which are teaching and learning.

Native traditionalism and the twelve steps

The general willingness of 
Canadian society to accept the fact 
North American Indians have differ- 
ent values and institutions despite 
502 years of colonization says some- 
thing. As long as governments fail to 
recogiuze that the original people of 
North America have not abandon their 
cultural heritage and embrace Euro- 
pean culture, social injustice will con- 
tinue. As long as government policy 
continues as if the original occupants 
of North America are the ones in 
need of help and improvement, so 
will suspicion and distrust 

If Canadians were to grant 
that North American Indian values 
and institutions are substantive, and 
have the potential to add to the well- 
being of Canada, then eveofone would 
gain. There is an 
immense gulf of 
misunderstand- 
ing between the 
two culuu-es. 

H o w - 
ever, there is one 
twelve step self- 
help program 
that has at least 
five similarities 
to Native ethics. 
The well-known 
twelve step self- 
help program al- 
lows one to go 
back out drink- 
ing, if necessary, 

without being ridiculed, or criticized 
for taking a drink. No judgments are 
supposed to be made about the indi- 
vidual, and they are always welcomed 
back. Alcoholism is considered a dis- 
ease by many professionals, one 
which affects the mental, physical, 
and spiritual aspects of an individual. 
Non-interference is one of the five. 
This means that you are supposed to 
mind your own business, even if the 
person is not doing something the 
way it is usually done. It is done this 
way to allow the person to have a 



chance to learn how to do things the 
proper way, to make their own 
choices, and make their own mis- 
takes. Children learn on their o^vn,by 
observing and doing what they see, 
and ensuring that no one be put down 
in the process. 

Another ethic is that anger not 
be shown. Restraint of anger is a 
survival tactic in a sometimes hostile 
environment. The anger could 
threaten the viability of the group, 
especially during a hunting or fishing 
expedition. Expressing anger out loud 
had to be buried and interpersonal 
conflicts had to be ignored. As in the 
twelve step program, there is a sacri- 
fice of individual feelings for the 
sake of group unity. Indulged emo- 
tions can threaten the group because 
they incapacitate the person who is 
over-whelmed by them. Group con- 
science dictates unity. 

In Native society, prior to 
colonization, 
family survival 
required two 
things; the best 
effort by all, and 
sharing the prod- 
ucts of thateffort. 
Sharing was not 
the good thing to 
do - it was the 
only thing to do 
to survive. Shar- 
ing was, and still 
is, central to most 
Indian nations 
across Canada. 
Striving for ex- 
cellence was nec- 
essary in the survival context. Not 
doing your best could have disas- 
trous consequences for the group. In 
contrast, sharing and being the best 
you can is also done in the twelve step 
program , for people who have a prob- 
lem with alcohol or drugs. 

Another similarity is the con- 
servation-withdrawal ethic. This was 
important in times of stress or dan- 
ger. Hasty plans could result in death. 
The Native response is to consider all 
aspects or angles of a new situation 
before acting. All possibilities are 




considered before a course of action 
is taken. For thousands of years, this 
acquired response to anticipate situa- 
tions worked very well. Simply put, 
this means thinking something out 
before acting. It means careful obser- 
vation of what is happening. 

In the twelve step program, 
one slogan is the "think, think, think". 
This emphasizes that a person must 
think about the past and how you 
might be able to take advantage of 
where alcohol may have taken you, 
as opposed to not drinking at all. 

The last ethic is that the time 
must be right. Native people who 
lived off the land had to wait pa- 
tientiy until everything came together 
for the best results to that season. 
Trapping and hunting were good ex- 
amples of waiting for the right time. 
It meant preparing mentally, physi- 
cally, emotionally and spiritually. 

In the self-help twelve step 
program , one must deal with the same 
four areas because alcoholism attacks 
all areas of the human psyche. Both 
systems believe in the "Great Spirit" 
of aGod of your own understanding. 
Both say prayers, asking for guid- 
ance, and give thanks for what they 
have.

down n my pet peeve - disposable 
styrofoam. Reduced packaging has a 
direct positive impact because it re- 
duces the demand on non-renewable 
resources, and it also means that those 
materials (usually plastic and 
boxbooard) won't be going to a 
landfill site to rot away (or at least try 
to) for 50 or 100 years. 

Another obvious way to re- 
duce waste is to buy products that

have recyclable packaging. Many 
products, fi-om pop to cooking oils to 
shampoos, are now being packaged 
in a clear flexible plastic called PET 
plastic. PET is an acronym for Poly 
Ethylene TerephthalatePETorPETE. 
It is collected in the local BLUE 
BOX curbside program, at the PUB 
on campus, and in the residences. It 
can be identified from other plastics 
by looking for the initials PET on the 
bottom of the container. The initials 
will be below a 
recycling logo 
with a 1 in the 
middle, or sim- 
ply a raised 
white dot. 
Learn to recog- 
nize this type of 
plastic, which is 
different than 
the opaque plas- 
tic used for 
windshield 
washer fluid, or 
the colored type 
dish washing 
liquids come in. 
Speaking of 
plastic, it is very important NOT to 
put plastic grocery bags into the recy- 
cling containers. Your efforts to col- 
lect recyclable are commendable, 
however these bags are made of 'film" 
plastic and must be removed from the 
bins, (which is a majcx' hassle!!)

The law has him on the run and the TV 
news has him on the air when Jack Hammond 
(Charlie Cheen), falsely convicted of a bank 
robbery, takes a beautiful heiress (Kristy 
Swanson) hostage and makes ha high-speed 
run for the Mexican border in the romantic 
action-comedy The Chase. 

Charlie Sheen, who also serves as an 
executive producer of the film, recalls his first 
impressions of the script. "I liked its original- 
ity, and the way it puts an interesting twist on 
the way the media gets involved with things 
like this." 

The freeway on which most of the ac- 



tion takes place also becomes a key 
character in The Chase. Although the 
story is set in southern California, The 
Chase was filmed in Houston during 
the summer of 1993 because the Texas 
metropolis offered more access to its 
freeways than traffic-choked southern 
California. The production also made 
good use of a new Houston expressway 
which had not yet opened to the public. 
The result is a twist on the ven- 
erable Hollywood car chase, a break- 
neck freeway getaway from the driv- 
er's point of view. For Charlie Sheen, 
this gives The Chase its distinction. 

Beyond the two leads. The Chase 
boasts a distinctive cast of supporting 
characters. Musician Henry Rollins 
and comic actor Josh Mostel (City 
Slickers) portray Officers Dobbs and 
Figus, the "odd couple" policemen who 
first spot the fieeing Jack and Natalie. 
Award-winning stage actor Rocky 
Carroll (ThePianoLesson)ponrays the 
over-eagerreporterByron Wilder. And 
Ray Wise, recognized for his role as Leland 
Palmer in the ground-breaking television se- 
ries Twin Peaks as well as controversial movie 
prequel Twin Peaks: Fire Walk With Me, is 
billionaire Dalton Voss. 

"The Chase" also features some sur- 
prising cameo appearances. Cary Elwes, who 
has previously collaborated with filmmakers 
Adam Rifkin, Brad Wyman and Cassian Elwes, 
makes an appearance in the film as anchorman 
Steve Horsegroovy. And Rea and Anthony 
Kiedis, members of the chart-topping Red Hot 
Chili Peppers, turn up in the story as two 
redneck road warriors. 



The cup that holds your coffee is a threat 
to the environment, the hamburger in your bun 
comes courtesy of a murdered animal, and the 
girl that you ' ve asked out is a woman , you clod.

PCU, starring Jeremy Piven, Chris 
Young, David Spade, Megan Ward, Sarah Trig- 
ger and Jessica Waller. 

In PCU, a renegade dorm sets out to 
defy the rigid and oh so correct behavior of its 
fellow students. This comedy from producer 
Paul Schiff (My Cousin Vinny, Young Guns I 
and II) draws its humour from the observation 
that the free-thinking that was once encour- 
aged on college campuses is being stifled by an 
excessive dedication to "correct" behavior. 

"The only way for an cighteen-ycar old 
to survive the baffling complexities of college 
life in the Nineties is to maintain a sense of 
humour," observes Schiff. PCU is about the 
war between humourlessness and humour. We 
hope the humour wins out." 

"The subject of political correctness 
has become so prevalent in the media as a result 
of what's hapf)ening on college campuses; the 
climate is ripe for a satire," says Bochner 
(Director). 

"/'Ct/ originally was a good idea, but it 
has been manipulated and exploited to the 
point where the objectives are forgoaen. the 
various movements have become divisive. 

"The over zealousness of the students 



toward their conflicting causes is challenged 
by Droz, the story's hero, who basically says, 
'Guys, you're missing the point. You can be as 
passionate as you want, just loosen up a bit If 
this college is a microcosm of die real world, 
we're not going to make it. We're at wart in this 
society, and we're not even adults'". 

Casting the picture was task, with the 
search covering Los Angeles, New York, Chi- 
cago and Toronto, and involving thousands of 
applicants. The cast didn't begin to take shape, 
however, until Jeremy Piven walked in the 
door. "He embodied the qualities I was looking 
for in Droz, a self-effacing, endearing charac- 
ter, who, despite his outrageous and often de- 
plorable behavior, was still likeable and sym- 
pathetic," says Bochner of the young actor, 
who had a regular role on The Larry Sanders 
Show and appeared in the films Judgment 
Night, The Player and Singles. 

With Piven in place, the rest of the cast 
came together rapidly. David Spade, a regular 
onSaturday Night Live,hTOught\asov/n\inique 
style to the character of the conniving Rand. 
Chris Young {Max Headroom) was signed to 
play Tom Lawrence, the pre-frosh preppy, and 
Megan Ward (Encino Man) came on board to 
portray Katy , a Pit-member who falls for Tom. 
Sarah Trigger {Grand Canyon) plays Droz' 
former girlfriend, and Jessica Walter {The Fla- 
mingo Kid) is Andrea Garcia-Thompson, the 
humourless and vindictive President of Port 
Chester University. Also performing in the 
film is George Clinton and P-Funk, the rock/ 
funk pioneers who have influenced the Red 
Hot Chili Peppers and Prince, among others.

Bad Girls takes place in 
1890, the story beginning in the bad girls' 
home of Echo City , Colorado, and then moving 
to Agua Dulce, New Mexico, where they travel 
to retrieve the money that is due them. 

Production ofBadGirls began in Sonora, 
California, where the fiectional town of Echo 
City was constructed just outside this gold rush 
town nestled in the foothills of the Sierra Ne- 
vada Mountains. 

Prior to the start of filming, Stowe, 
Masterson, MacDowell and Barrymore trained 
daily for three weeks at a Cowboy camp (in this 
case, Cowgirl) led by stunt coordinator and 
second unit director Walter Scott. There the 
women practiced such techniques as mount- 
ing, dismounting, tumbling, quick draw, fancy 
draw — even tobacco chewing. 

After two weeld of filming in Sonora, 



the production moved south to Brackettville, 
Texas, to shoot scenes set in Agua Dulce. 
Alamo Village,the frontier film set constructed 
in 1957 for John Wayne's production of The 
Alamo, served as the starting point for tii&Bad 
Girls team, which proceeded to extensively 
dress the location with stagecoaches, wagons, 
surreys and authentic-looking props to bring 
Agua Dulce to life. The production also made 
use of some long-time residents of Alamo 
Village: a herd of registered Texas longhom 
catde which roams the ranch that covers thirty 
square miles. 

Located just forty miles from the Mexi- 
can border, Brackettville' s dry, dusty prairie 
and Alamo Village's adobe edifices provided 
the authentic look and climate necessary to 
recreate Texas of the late nineteenth century. 

Bad Girls also stars James Rosso 
{Beverly Hills Cop, My Own Private Idaho) 
James LeGros {Drugstore Cowboy, Singles), 
Robert Loggia {Big, The Jagged Edge) and 
DennotMulroney {Point of No Return, Young 
Guns). The film has been scheduled for release 
in early April 94.

The Grace and Finesse of 
Japanese Incense Boxes will be fea- 
tured at the Laurentian University 
Museum and Art Centre on John St. 

In 15th Century Japan, incense 
was used to purify tea houses before 
the anival of guests, and as practiced 
by the aristocracy in earlier centu- 
ries, the incense was carried in small 
decorative boxes known as kogos. 

The ninety-four tiny boxes in 
this exhibition are each marked with 
the potter's individual seal, making 
this collection an important primary 
resource for the study of Japanese 



ceramics. The production of kogo 
throughout Japan reached a peak in 
the early 19th century. 

The Grace and Finesse of 
Japanese Incense Boxes is a travel- 
ling exhibition funded by the Mu- 
seum Assistance Program, Depart- 
ment of Communicaticxis of Canada, 
and was organized by the Extension 
Service of the Montreal Museum of 
Fine Arts. A very informative illus- 
trated catalogue is available. 

The exhibition will run from 
January 20 to Felwuary 20.
